MADRID, Spain—(^—Widespread 


strikes with a half million men out 
and repealed riots continued Thurs- 
day in many parts of Spain but the 
attempt 1o overthrow the monarchy 
seemed crushed and King Alfonso's 
crown appeared safe for the moment. 


The king continued to dominate the 


situation, keeping in constant touch 
with liis cabinet ministers. His right 
hand man, Premier Damasco Beren- 
guer, was put to bed with a severe 
case of tonsilitis. 


Four persons were killed in riots in 


the province of Andalusia. An offi- 
cial statement by Captain-General 
Calvacanti at Seville said two of the 
victims were shot when they attempt- 
ed to stop officers of the Spanish 
Bank of Credit in Penaroyo. He said 
the others were killed by civil guards 
during, disturbances at Belmes. 


Dispatches from Torrelevaga, near 


the north coast, say that one civil 
guard and two strikers were killed 
there in disorders. Strikers fired up- 
on a group of guards patrolling the 
streets and killed one, whereupon the 
officers returned the fire and took 
two casualties. 


Throughout the kingdom civil au- 


thorities had surrendered their power 
under martial' law and troops were in 
charge at strategic points. The For- 
eign Legion came into several cities 
and the tumultuous cheers with which 
the iconic received them were inter- 
preted as an indication that the man 
in the street is tired of the disorders 
of the past few weeks,
